and upon the great beam, at the top of the faid 
Chancell, was carved the armes of Congherſt (a 
very antient family in this Pariſh ) whoſe houſe, of 
that name, and inheritance in this Pariſh ( a» 
bout 100. years fince) came to the family of Scot, by 
the mariage of Thomas Scot with Mildred (daughter and 
heir of Thewes Congberft) and is till remaining in that 
family, Bur **e more —— ſeat of that family of _— 
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berft, was ata place, in this Pariſh (neer the County of 
Suſſex) yet called o1d Congberſ® (which was tur 

the Danes) and the Mite and manner of (cituation of 
the houſe is ſtill there extant. 

In this Chappell alſo (in the North Windowes of the 
ſame) are the pitures in glafic, of rwelve men and their 
wives kneeling. viz. three at the bottom of cach of the 
ſaid three Windowes,and three at the top of the middle 
of the ſaid three windowes. 

Theſe windowes having been broken, and more e{pe» 
cially of late , what was written under moft of them is 
not legible, on!y ir appeareth; that the Chriſtian name 
of the firſt was Robert, and that the ſecond of them way 
Foane, wife ofthe {aid Robert,and Simon their ſon, prin= 
cipal| Founder of that Chappell, who the third was, is nce 
legible, the fourth was Ock/ey, the fiith was Delmyngen , 
the fixth was Sieftey, the ſeventh was Cockſbot, the cighh 
was Badceckh , and the ninth was Barti/t, but who the 0+ 
ther three were, viz. thoſe atthe top of the middle 
window, is not legible; By tradition, theſe twelve are 
reported to be owners of the twelve Denns , which are 
hel4 of ye , but that cannot be, for that one'y ſeven 
of the ſaid twelve, are in this Pariſh, and it is (as afores» 
ſaid) yet diſcernable, That three of them were Ockley , 
Cockſhot and Badcock, none of which were of the faid 
twelve Denns (though very antiene inhabicanes in this 
Pariſh) but 1 rather conceive them to be twelve —_ 
inhabitants in this Patiſh, at thetime of the foundati- 
on of that Church. 

In the great Window of the middle Chancell, were 
lately the pitures (well wade in glaſſe) of the good 
Kings of I/rae/ , and of the Prophets in their times (bur 
lately ſpoiled, and defaced.) 

There is alſo in this Church, a memoriall of the in- 
terment there of the' favily of Boys, a family of cheif 
eftcem inthis Pariſh, both at preſent, and for ſeverall di- 

ſcents 
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ſcents before, whoſe a abour $$. years fince)came 
into this Pariſh to a fair ſeat (neer this Church) by him 
purchaſed of Edmund Roberts(whoſe father Fobn Robertg 
was above 100. years ſince) buried at the foot of the rea» 
ding deske in this Church, with an cfligies, and inſcrip« 
tion of brafſe upon him lately taken away. 

In the SouthChancell of thisChurch was antiently the 
image of the Virgin Mary, and feverall tapers or lights 
were alſo in this Church (called the beam light, the paſ- 
chall light , Judas candles, St. James light, and Saint 
Laurence light, over the North Porch of this Church, is 
a roome (antiently called the Treaſury ) whereia were 
and fill are (laid up in a cheſt ) feverall antient wri- 
tings concerning the tenants of the twelve Dens (in and 
neer this Pariſh) in ye liberty, and concerning lands 
and other rights, belonging particularly tothis Pariſh. 

The Cheſt aforeſaid had antiently three locks, and the 
keyes of the doore of the roome, and of two of the ſaid 
t'irec locks, were kepr by three Pariſhioners (t:mants of 
Wye liberty) and the other key of thecheft, was kept by 
one of the Churchwardens. 

In this Church alſo is a box faftned upon a poſt, and 
called the Poor mans box, which ancicntly had four locks 
thereunto ( the key of one of which was kept by the pre- 
ſent Miniſter, the keyes of two other of then by the'two 
Church wardens, and the key of the other by one of the 
Pariſhoners) and in this box were kept the moneys given 
to the uſe of the poor, and ſecurities taken for moneys 
lent thereof by the Pariſh to poor Pariſhoners.

the name of his men of Hawheber?t)& thei: heirs,the Vil'e 
of Hawkeberft paying yearly ten Pounds, twenty Henney, 
and two hundred and fifty Eggs, with divers reftriftions.
